I finished Oswald in New Orleans toward the end of February* 1967 hnd wont to 
New Orleans for the first time about the end of Kay. When Bell did not live up to 
agreement to publish it, while a publisher was being sought I added a new last 
chapter <md in it I did oxpross the hope I then folt for the Shaw trial. I'd only 
had that brief contact with Garrison, nevor asked him whit hi3 case was and, in fact, 
did no investigation of Shaw at all. I aepnt my tine there r mostly on Oswald’s ^activities. 
Thereafter* I did liave some questions about Garrison’s case and nctB but it wa3 not 
until the Sunday before the impanelling of the Shaw jury began, when I was helping 
the two labors who handled most of the cuse, that ^ learned what their allegd ci'*ae 
was. I then told them they’d lose, deserved to lose, and when I would return hone. 

I was to have been the Dealey Flasa expert at the counsel table, where the NYTines 
mistakenly said I \#ns, but I wasn’t - wasn’t even in the courtroom and never laid eyes 
on Shaw. My relations with Garrison deteriorated much earlier, hwoevor, and I never 
hear from him. However, saying that he went out of his way to protect the mob is non- 
sense. There was nothing to investigat involving the nob. I doubt that he ever got 
any money from the nob. Wliat the theoriaerc don’t know and probably would not care 
about is that the mob’s known activitiesiin i% e\i Ohioans were legitimate businesses 
that wero quite profitable. ^Marcello was based over the line in Jefferson parish. B© 
had many businesses in 14 ew rloans and in Jeff parish.
